Reduction of Cook county property 
valuations, as reported by the board 
of review, will cut this year’s city tax 
revenue {taxes collected next year) 
from $41,240,461 to $40,273,827, accor4- 
ing to figures presented to the coun- 
cil finBance committee last night by 
Mark Foote, controller’s auditor.
